Snowmobiles 


Dear Sir: 

It seems to me that the 
newly-elected Town Council 
has shown a lack of concerR 
about a serious problem that 
is growing worse in St Al- 
bert - the problem of con- 
trolling snowmobiles. 

Snowmobiles have become 
a problem throughout Al- 
berta, where it is now eS- 
timated that there are 60,000 
of these machines. One hun- 
dred and fifteen Canadians 
died in 1971 as a result of 
snowmobile accidents as 

against 65 in 1969, Six people 
were killed during the New 
Year weekend and eight the 
following weekend. It is not 
clear whether these alarm- 
ing figures are related to the 
inherent dangerous nature of 
the machines or to lack of 
supervision. 

Many people, like myself, 
are also becoming concern= 
ed with the high noise levels 
created by snowmobiles in 
St. Albert each evening and 
each weekend. The by-law 
apparently allows snow= 
mobiles to operate until 11:00 
p.m., which I think is far too 
late. The majority is paying 
too high a price for the 
pleasure of the minority. 

According to the Gazette, 
Mayor Gibbon has indicated 
that the RCMP is having 
difficulty enforcing the by- 
law. Consideration should 
be given to restricting the 
operation of snowmobiles to 
daylight hours. Policing 
would be cheaper, fewer 
accidents would occur and 
our children would get their 
Sleep. 

I am told that a number 
of Councillors have snow- 
mobiles, and I wonder if 
that is why the St. Albert 
council is so tolerant, May- 
be none of the councillors 
live near the Sturgeon River, 
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which has, along with ad- 
joining private property, be- 
come.a drag strip for snow- 
mobiles. Ifthe council mem- 
bers observed the activities 
a few evenings and weekends 
and had to put up with the 
noise, they might appreciate 
that controls are required, 
and now. 

Perhaps the practical sol- 
ution for the moment would 
be for council to vote funds 
for ear plugs. These could 
be distributed to those of us 
who live near the river, the 
patients in the Sturgeon 
Hospital, and anyone else 
who complains, Then those 
councillors with snowmo- 
biles could go scooting ar- 
ound on their machines with 
a clear conscience and not 
give it another thought.

As the rural population 
is thinned out in the process 
Naturally the smaller cen- 
ters are the first to feel 
the pinch. Ironically, their 
demise is the larger rural 
centers’ gain . Ve SS 
for how long? 

How long before Stan 
Reid’s “‘healthier’’ centers 
will become nothing more 
than corporate owned shopp- 
ing complexes that will sup- 
ply the few remaining “‘via- 
ble’’ farmers with every- 
thing from box lunches to 
bulldozers .. under con- 
tract? 

Huge profits are being 
taken by Canada’s food in- 
dustry, but they are taken 
after the produce leaves the 
farm gate, 

Must we keep our heads 
in the sand and wait until 
we see “citizens walking 
around hundry, dressed in 
rags, with nothing on their 
heads’’ before we start pre- 
ssuring governments totake 
meaningful remedial action?

Health Unit finds Personnel 


idea is working well 


Four years ago Sturgeon 
Health Unit faced adilemma 
common to many public 
health agencies: How to find 
enough time for many new 
activities added to those 
formerly considered the 
function of public health 
nursing, and at the same 
time maintain the old ones. 

At ‘that time the Sturgeon 
Health unit decided to try 
using a short-trained work- 
er to take over some of the 
jobs that could be safely 
done by a worker with less 
expertise than apublic 
health nurse, Such a woman 
would receive on-the-job 
training and would be direc- 
tly responsible to the Unit’s 
Supervisor of Nursing. How= 
ever she would work closely 
with the Staff Nurse as a 
“Health Assistant’, 

Initially, criteria were 
drawn up, stating what tasks 
or activities could be safely 
handed over to a health as- 
sistant. Routine screening 
procedures for vision and 
hearing inthe schools, clinic 
management and some cler- 
ical tasks comprise the ma- 
jor activities that meet these 
requirements, A surprising 
amount of professional nur- 
Sing time is released by the 
health assistant taking over 
the routine screening in the 
schoo's, They are not en=- 
countering any problems 
with over = or under - re- 
ferral to the public health 
hurse which was thought

Our health unit has alarge 
region to service geograph- 
ically and we conduct many 
busy well baby clinics. In 
the area of clinic manage- 
ment, the health assistant 
is proving herself invalu- 
able. As one of the goals 
is to improve the quality of 
service offered in the rural 
axveas, an essential for 
brining this service up to 
par is to have another per- 
son attend clinic besides 
the nurse, This arrangement 
gives the public health nurse 
more time to spend with her 
mothers counselling and 
giving advice on child care. 
The health assistant must 
be affable in the schools and 
clinics; she must like and 
be interested in people, par= 
ticularly children, Maturity 
and an ability to identify 
with the mothers attending 
clinic are essential. 

Having estublished the 
need for and the effective- 
ness of having a health ase 
sistant on our staff the unit 
then decided they needed 
more workers of this kind 
to extend the service through 
out the health unit area 
Since budget restrictions 
prevented us from hiring 
additional health assistants, 
recruitment of a volunteer 
corps provided the only sol- 
ution, 

A search for volunteers 
was undertaken and reponse 
was good, Sixteen women 


from various centers 
throughout the area offered 
their services, These wom- 
en, all housewives, had a 
variety of experience and 
skill to offer and were able 
to give one day a week to 
volunteer service, In this 
way it is hoped to be able 
to provide) /higher quality 
care in areas by having a 
volunteer worker resident 
in the community,

Fish and Game strongly urges 


stripmining control 


In a brief submitted to 
the provincial government, 
the St. Albert and District 
Fish and Game Association 
came out strongly in supp- 
ort of limiting the strip 
mining operations in the 
province, 

The local Fish and Game 
has been actively campaign- 
ing for surface mining legis- 
lation for anumber of years. 
In a 1969 public education 
project, the local associa- 
tion presented a film on 
surface mining to seven Ed- 
monton high schools and 
addressed eight local clubs 
and organizations on the 
Subject. 

A number of resolutions, 
proposed by the St. Albert 
Fish and Game, have been 
adopted by the Alberta Asso- 
ciation and Don Hayden, pre- 
Sident of the St. Albert group 
said the local members are 
very pleased that this much 
needed legislation will fin- 


ally come about. 
Asked to outline some 
essential objectives for 


mining control in Alberta, 
Mr, Hayden said that first 
we must accept that any 
surface mine in our foothill 
and mountain country is and 
will be an ‘ecological dis- 
aster area,’’ He added that 
it is not possible to re- 
claim a mountain that is 
blasted and bulldozed, or a 
foothill with the side cut 
away, 

“A strip mine in steep 
Slope country is an irre- 
versable, one-time use of 
that land, and the resulting 
eyesore will out-live all of 
us.’’ Mr. Hayden added that 
it is generally accepted that 
any surface mine destroys 
four times the actual mine 
area, 

Members of the local Fish 
and Game say it is essential 
that we do not permit strip 
mines to become scattered 
throughout the east slopes of 
the Rocky Mountains, They 
should be located only in 
corridors near existing 
transportation facilities; 
and the club points out that 
Alberta’s known coal reser- 
ves will satisfy the project- 


ed demand for at least 500 - 


years, Therefore, they feel, 
there is no need to disturb 
remote wilderness or land 
with ahigh recreation poten- 
tial now. 

The first objective, then, 
of the mining control legis- 
lation, must be to ensure 
that the mines are grouped 
into a few areas of high 
utilization, 

The second objective, Mr. 
Hayden said, should be to 
ensure that no permit to 
surface mine is issued until 
it has been established that 
the affected land has no 
other short or long term 
potential of equal value, This 
will require careful cost- 
benefit analysis and public 
discussion, 

The brief states that the 
next objective must be a 
minimum of environmental 
damage from the mine and 
its access roads. Mr, Hay- 
den said that the local Fis

Sales can save money if 
you understand the termino- 
logy, have a knowledge of - 
current costs and can judge 
value, But they can be a 
temptation because of the 
atmosphere generated by the 
store with seductive disp- 
lays, fiyers and ‘‘on-the’ 
spot’’ announcements, 

Inventory or Christmas 
clearance is the first sule 
of the year and is designed 
to part you from holiday 
cash while clearing out the 
store’s supply of fancy trim- 
mings, party clothes, cards 
and other items that are in 
use for a short period and 
that are too costly to store. 

The White Sale is tradi- 
tionally held in January when 
namebrand household linens 
are discounted. However, 
seconds may be included, 
which are a good buy when 
faults (uneven hems, poor 
color, etc.) don’t affect the 
wearing quality. 

What do terms like Per- 
cale, Muslin, etc., mean? 
These terms denote the 
number of threads per inch 
and thus the quality of the 
sheet. For good durability 
the greater the number of 
threads per inch, the bet- 
ter it is. 200 count Per- 
cale, 180 count and 140 count 
Musiin offer maximum dur- 
ability. The balance of 
lengthwise and crcsswise 
threads in one square inch 
denotes quality. For exam- 
ple, a sheet labelled 100 x 
100 is better balanced or a 
more even weave than one

Clearance Sale generally 
means the selling off of in- 
complete and discontinued 
lines. The goods should car= 
ry the original price tag with 
the reduced price added by 
hand, However, this is no 
foolproof way of determin- 
ing if this is a genuine re- 
duction, It is necessary to 
know current prices. And 
the best buy is no bargain 
if there’s no immediate use 
for the article, or if it is 
a garment that is going out 
of style. 

Special Purchase means 
that the goods were spec- 
jally manufactured for the 
sale by arrangement be- 
tween the retailer and the 
manufacturer, You must be 
the judge of both value and 
quality.

Poultry 


Some cooking problems 
seem to come up periodi- 
cally, such as questions con- 
cerning pie meringue. Fre- 
quently asked questions are; 
How do you get a high, ten- 
der meringue or why does 
my meringue have beads of 
moisture or why does the 
meringue slip and slide when 
cut, etc., etc.,? The answers 
are simple according to the 
home economist for the 
Poultry Products Institute, 
Clip the following and put 
with your meringue pie re- 
cipes and you should be able 
to make a picture-perfect 
topping every time. 


Allow 2 tablespoons of 
fine white sugar per Grade A 
large egg white and add a 
dash of salt, 

Beat egg whites and salt 
to a stiff froth, gradually 
add sugar, a teaspoonful at 
a time, beating thoroughly 
after each addition until sug- 
ar is dissolved, 

Beat until the meringue 
stands in glossy peaks when 
beater is removed, 

Pile lightly on hot ple 
filling making sure mering- 
ue is anchored to the crust 
on all sides. This helps to 
keep it from shrinking away 
from edge of pie. Use at 
least 3 egg whites for an 8 
to 9 inch pie. 

Bake in moderately hot 
oven 350 F. for about 12 
minutes or in a hot oven 
425 F. for about 4 minutes 
or until set and delicately 
browned on peaks, 

Meringue may be tested 
to tell when it is done by 
carefully inserting a knife 
into it. The blade will come 
out practically dry with no 
white adhering to it when 
meringue is cooked, If un- 
dercooked it will be moist 
underneath and slip when 
cut, Ifovercooked, meringue 
will be tough and difficult to 
cut, 

Cool and refrigerate, 

Meringue weeps if not 
cooked enough. Sugar syrup 
will “‘bead’’ on meringue if 
too much sugar is used or 
not beaten until completely 
dissolved, 

Egg whites will not beat 
up stiff if any yolk or bit 
of fat gets into them or bowl 
or beater have any olly film 
on them,

Five week course 
on Hog Production 


Re-issued by the District 
Agriculturist’s Office. 

A five-week hog produc- 
tion course, supported by 
Canada Manpower, is sched- 
uled to commence at the 
Vermilion College on Jan, 
24, It is intended for any- 
one planning to start his 
own operation, to expand 
his present operation or to 
find employment on a hog 
production farm, 

The four weeks of class- 
room study will cover nut- 
rition, breeding systems, 
hog improvement, disease 
prevention and herd health 
programs and the manage- 
ment of farrowing and wean- 
ing units. Students will use 
the college herd for prac- 
tical experience, 

Another section of the 
course will feature building 
layout and design and the 


principles involved in heat- 
ing and ventilating hog barns 

In addition to the above, 
the course includes a week- 
long tour of specialized hog 
farms in Alberta, a pack- 
ing plant, an RO,P, test- 
ing station, a research sta- 
tion and several feed man- 
ufacturers. 

The cost of the course is 
$25 plus $30 to cover field 
trip expenses. Board and 
room is $85, 

Salaries for competent 
graduates are very attrac-
